The cars featured a observa- 
tion dome to give passengers a 
view of the scenery, a lounge 
and three separate private sleep- 
ing cabins.

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Funding 
proposals for 
roads, history 
rejected 


Millage proposals to preserve 
Crawford County history and 
roads were turned down by vot- 
ers on Tuesday. 

A one-tmill proposal for the 
Crawford County Road 
Commisston, which would have 
been levied for five years and 
generated $543,000 to maintain 
and repair primary roads, was 
rejected by a 2,910 no to 2,734 
yes vote. 

The road commission sought 
the millage due to recent cuts in 
state and federal road funds. 

Approval of the millage would 
have meant a person with a home 
worth $100,000, which has a 
taxable value of $50,000, would 
pay an extra $50 in taxes a year. 

A two-tenths of a mill propos- 
al for historical preservation, 
which would have been collected 
for four years and raised 
$108,000 per year for local his- 
torical organizations, was also 
turned down by a 3,187 no to 
2,405 yes vote. 

The Crawford County 
Historical Society, Lovells 
Township Historical Society, 
Wellington USA, the Grayling 
Fish Hatchery and Michigan 


Museum of Military Transport 
would have been eligible to 
apply for the funds. 

Approval of the millage would 
have meant a person with a 
home worth $100,000, that has a 
taxable value of $50,000, would 
have paid an added $20 in taxes 
per year, 

In other action Tuesday, both 
incumbents for the Crawford 
County Board of Commissioners 
retained their seats on the board. 

Republican Commissioner 
Terry Beardslee received 442 
votes, while democrat challenger 
Roy Spangler received 359 
votes. 

Shelley Pinkelman, also a 
republican currently serving on 
the board, survived a challenged 
waged by democrat HJ. 
VanderPutten, Pinkelman 
received 455 votes, while 
VanderPutten trailed with 318 
votes. 

Both Beardslee and Pinkelman 
have served on the board for 
eight years. 

A total of 5,873 out of 11,652 
registered voters in the county, 
about 50 percent, cast ballots in 
Tuesday’s election. 


Plans for

A proposal to expand 
Grayling’s Downtown 


Development Authority (DDA), 
after receiving a tepid review 
from I-75 Business Loop prop- 
erty owners, appears to be a 
dead issue. . 

The owners of businesses 
located on the I-75 Business 
Loop, after a public hearing on 
the proposed DDA expansion 
last month, sought more infor- 
mation on DDA plans and the 
benefits the expansion would 
have, 

Members of the DDA hoped 
to expand the DDA district to 
include property along the I-75 
Business Loop, as well as com- 
mercial businesses along M-72 
East. 

The DDA is hoping to repave 
Michigan Avenue, install land- 
scaped brick sidewalks and 
improve parking to make the 
downtown district a more invit- 
ing place to visit and shop, 

The project, which was ini- 
tially estimated to cost $1.2 mil-

bovine TB affected 4.9 percent of 
the deer population in northeast- 
em Michigan in 1995, 

Collective efforts dropped that 
rate to 1.2 percent in 2005. 

Between August and 
November each year, biologists 
and epidemiologists test animals. 
for bovine TB. Thus far in 2006, 
no cases have been discovered 
among livestock. 

The U.S. Department of 
Agriculture (USDA), Michigan 
State University and the 


_ Michigan departments of Natural 


Resources, Agriculture and 
Community Health are working 
to rid the state of bovine TB. 

The bacterial infection of the 
respiratory system spreads 
through saliva via coughing, 
sneezing and sharing food 
sources, It affects deer, livestock 
and other wildlife such as bears, 
cats and raccoons, 

“Bovine TB is highly conta- 
gious to other livestock,” Patrick 
said. “The 1.2 percent can spread 
to everyone if not controlled.” 

In the last year, an initiative to 
rid the Upper Peninsula of the 
disease was successful, so the UP 
has been declared a bovine TB- 
free zone. 

Next yeat, the state hopes to 
declare the southern half of the 
Lower Peninsula disease-free as 
well, Patrick said. 

However, the disease still has 
an impact on 13 counttes in the 
northeastern Lower Peninsula, 


including Montmorency, Alpena, 
Oscoda, Alcona, Cheboygan, 
Crawford, Otsego and Presque 
Isle. 

Rep. Matthew Gillard, D- 
Alpena, said, “TB is a big issue 
in my district with all the deer 
and cattle. We’ve seen outbreaks 
with the deer and cattle. 

“It’s really affected our deer 
hunting in the area, and our beef 
and dairy farmers as well.” 

Tony Hansen, public relations 
manager for the Michigan United 
Conservation Clubs and editor of 
Michigan Outdoors magazine, 
said the deer population has 
decreased because of the disease, 
slowing the spread of the disease 
and alleviating the problem in the 
minds of hunters, 

“It has had a profound effect. 
There’s been a huge decrease in 
the number of people participat- 
ing. It’s slowly coming back, but 
deer numbers are low,’ he said. 
“{t’s not as big of a reason as fear 
is.’ 

The USDA and Michigan both 
changed policies in the past year 
that conflicted with one another 
regarding eradication measures 
and related laws. Public meetings 
were held to discuss codes for 
farmers and hunters. 

In one change, hunters are no 
longer allowed to put out large 
amounts of feed to lure deer to 
their hunting site. 

Patrick explained, “If a doe 
comes up to the feed, hunters 


don’t want to shoot it. If it’s 
infected, it can leave saliva that 
can be picked up by another doe 
that comes by and isn’t shot by 
the hunters. This is how bovine 
TB is spread.” 

Emie Birchmeier, a livestock 
specialist for the Michigan Farm 
Bureau, said, “From an: agricul- 
tural standpoint, there is a large 
concern with the number of deer 
in the state, Because of artificial 
baiting and feeding, the herd had 
grown to larger than the capacity, 
and that’s part of the reason the 
disease spread. 

“We felt it was eradicated in 
the U.S. until it was found in deer 
in 1994,” he said. “We just went 
for a long time with no TB, but 
last year we found seven positive 
(livestock) herds.” 

Patrick said farmers are adopt- 
ing strategies to keep deer and 
livestock apart, such as using 


. dogs to chase deer away, building 


higher fences around grazing 
areas and fencing in feedlots. 

If the disease is discovered in 
livestock, Patrick said, the herd is 
immediately split up, The farmer 
is compensated for the lost live- 
stock and the infected animal is 
sent to a slaughterhouse and 
stored in a special freezer. If the 
meat is stored properly and 
cooked to at least 165 degrees 
Fahrenheit, the disease will break 
down and the meat will be safe 
for human consumption, she 
sald,

lion to $1.4 million, was scaled 
to $1 million by a committee of 
DDA and city council officials 
this spring. 

DDA officials sought to expand 
the district to garner more rev- 
enues to pay for the Michigan 
Avenue project, as well as a 
planned project for Norway 
Street. 

But since no DDA members 
attended the public hearing, and it 
was not clear on how the project 
would benefit the 1-75 Business 
Loop, property owners said they 
were not in favor of the plan. 

“T understand why they want to 
start small and get bigger, but to 
expand just to capture more tax 
revenues just doesn’t sit well with 
everybody,” said Laurie Jamison, 
the owner of Coldwell Banker- 
Comeli Realty who also owns 
two lots available for commercial 
development next to Huntington 
Bank. “You can’t ask people to 
jump on the bandwagon and 
reach into pockets if you don't 
educate them — it’s just not going 


to be approved.” 

John Cherven, co-owner of the 
Grayling Mini Mail, said he was 
puzzled as to why no DDA mem- 
bers has visited business owners 
to inform them about the propos- 
al. 

“I would probably be in favor 
of the DDA if there appeared to a 
spirit of cooperation between the 
businesses downtown and the 
businesses out here, but if you 
want something, you have to go 
about it the right way,” Cherven 
said. . 

While taking feedback from I- 
75 Business Loop property own- 
ers into account, new Grayling 
City Manager David Thayer has 
also urged the Graying City 
Council to pull the plug on DDA 
expansion plans. 

Thayer said he did not believe 
that the expansion would be 
allowed under state law regulat- 
ing DDAs. Thayer said that it 
does not appear there are declin- 
ing property values and a signifi- 
cant decline in commerce, two 
criteria for establishing and 


expanding a DDA, so he is rec- 
ommending a halt for the expan- 
sion plans, 

“Rather than fighting battles 
we can’t win, we need to put our 
energies into fighting battles that 
are attainable,” Thayer said. 


In October, the City of 
Grayling was awarded a 
$519,767 Community 


Development Block Grant to 
help pay for water and sewer 
upgrades in the downtown busi- 
ness district. 

While going though the city 
finances, Thayer said he believes 
he has found a way to pay for 
downtown improvements with 
grant and special assessment 
funds which would necessitate 
the expansion of the district. 

“There are few things we can 
do in a different way to downsize 
that overall program for down- 
town,” Thayer said. 

The DDA and Grayling City 
Council are scheduled to meet at 
6 p.m. on Wednesday, Nov. 8 to 
review proposed downtown 
improvement plans.

Take time to honor those who served our country 


the 11th hour of the 11th day of the 
11th month. The guns stopped at 11 
a.m. on November 11, 1918. Up until 
the 1ith hour, soldiers on both sides 
still were dying. 

The Armistice Day holiday, declared 
by President Woodrow Wilson on Nov. 
11, 1919, observed the end of the “War 
to End All Wars.” It didn’t, of course. 

World peace was shattered again ina 
mere 20 years or so when we started 
numbering our World Wars, and 
Armistice Day proved inadequate to 
honor those called by their country to 
fight again in World War II. 

Our holiday broadened to become 
Veterans Day in 1954 when President 
Dwight Eisenhower declared: “On that 
day, let us solemnly remember the sac- 
rifices of those who fought so valiant- 
ly, on the seas, in the air, and on for- 
eign shores, to preserve our heritage of 
freédom.”

SOME FOLKS confuse Veterans 
Day with Memorial Day, another 
national holiday designed to honor 
military veterans. 

Memorial Day is May 30 each year, 


or the nearest Monday to provide a 
federally mandated three day holiday 


weekend, Memorial Day grew out of 


another great struggle — the War 
Between the States, or America’s own 
Civil War — and was designed to 
remember and honor those who died in 
battle or as a result of wounds coed 
in battle. 

Veterans Day, on the other hand, 
honors all men and women who have 
served our country in the military, in 
peace time as well as during wars, and 
is designed also to honor and thank liv- 
ing veterans for their service. 

Unfortunately, America likely will 
need both holidays for centuries to 
come.

HISTORY TELLS us our country 
has been at war somehow and some- 
where almost since it was born out of 
our first official war -— our 
Revolutionary War to free the colonies 
from British rule. Then came (accord- 
ing to Veterans Administration 


records) the War of 1812, the Indian 
Wars, the Mexican War and America’s 
Civil War, all within the first century 


of our existence. 

During the next 100 years, 
Americans in uniform have fought and 
died in the Spanish American war, 
World War I (the War to End All 
Wars), World War II, the Korean War, 
the Vietnam War, and the First Gulf 
War, not to mention military actions in 
Granada, Panama, Kosovo, Somalia 
and maybe a few more places that have 
slipped my mind or have not merited 
full “war” status. 

We baptized our 21st century with 
the Second Gulf War, and there is no 
reason to believe our history of war- 
fare will not continue. 

In every case, the leaders of our 
country at the time believed the inter- 
ests of America were, endangered and 
military action was essential, and 
every time Americans in military uni- 
form have responded.

IT MAY BE merely coincidence that 
in many years, such as 2006, Veterans 
Day comes in the same week as a 
national election. 

One of the many rights of freedom 
for which American men and women 


have given their service and their 
blood over the years is the right to self- 
government embodied in the right to 
vote, as part of the “heritage of free- 
dom” of which President Eisenhower 
spoke. 

It’s an irony that in Ameren: usually 
only about half of those eligible to 
vote take advantage of that right. 

Contrast our casual attitude with 
what happens in other countries when 
that long-denied right is restored, often 
with the blood of American service 
men and women. 

Remember the news pictures when 
Iraqis became free to vote earlier this 
year? They waited in line for hours, 
braving insurgent threats of personal 
harm or even death just to vote. 

Did you vote this week? 

If you did, thank a veteran for the 
privilege.

Weill Mr. Wright and his board 
sure know how to get a tax 
increase without going through 
the voters. Mr. Wright polled a 
group of people who attended @ 
public hearing on township char- 
ter changes and by a show of 
hands Mr. Wright and his board 
decides to change the Charter so 
that voters can no longer be part 
of any mill increase that Mr. 
Wright and his township board 
warrants are needed. An 
increase of 1 to 5 mill could rep- 
resent a $250 increase on a home 
with an assessed valuation of 
$50,000. 

When the. Headlee 
Amendment was approved, it cut 
the amount that you pay for 
property taxes to 50 percent of 
the valuation, it also allowed the 
township to increase your prop- 
erty assessed valuation by 3 per- 
cent each year, which means 
additional taxes you are already 
paying. Grayling Township has 
applied this 3 percent to all prop- 
erty each year and the township 
assessor: doesn't even need to 
come to look at your property for 
the township to increase your 
property taxes. 

Now, if you don’t like the 
change to a “charter township” 
and would like a “referendum 
vote” in order to stop this change 
and additional taxes without an 
opportunity to vote, than voters 
must circulate petitions and get 
at least 10 percent of the regis- 
tered voters who cast ballots in 
the 2004 election for the supervi-

sor or about 225 valid voter's 
signatures. Why weren’t Mr. 
Wright and the board required to 
get a petition with the same 10 
percent of the voters? They did 
not poll me and many other vot- 
ers, 

Seems it would be the decent 
thing to do especially when the 
change means the township will 
most likely raise every property’ 
owners taxes by | to 5 mills, 
whether the taxpayer likes it or 
not. Let’s ask the voting public . 
if they are willing to give Mr. 
Wright and the board an open 
check book to raise taxes without 
even asking for voter’s approval, 
which they can do under this 
new “charter township” change. 

I feel the township officials 
would be far better off using 
their efforts to get new business 
for our community that would 
create jobs and income for the 
tax payer’s and growth for the 
community, rather than finding 
ways to increase the tax: burden.

Justification by 
Faith, not Ritual 

Romans 421-8 illustrated in the 
salvation of Abraham and King 
David that justification is by 
God's Grace through Faith and 
not of human works or effort. 
Now in Romans 4:9-12 it will be 
proven that Abraham was saved 
by faith, and not religious rituals 
like circumcision. 

The believing Jews had been 
teaching that one had to become 
circumcised or become a Jew to 
be saved. (Acts — 5:15), 
Abraham proved God's blessing 
of justification was imputed to 
hin. and other ungodly pagans 
for righteousness before cireum- 
cision, The question is raised in 
Roamans 4:9: “Cometh this 
blessedness then upon the cir- 
cumetsion onty, or upon the 
uncircumcision also? for we say 
that faith was reckoned to 
Abraham for righteousness.” The 
answer #8 in Romans 4:10: 
“How was it then reckoned? 
when he was in circumcision, or 
m uncircumcision? Not in cir- 
cumcision, but m= uncircumci- 
sion.

Romans 4:11: “And he received 
the sign of circumcision, a seal of 
the righteousness of the faith 
which he had yet being uncir- 
cumcised: that he might be the 
father of all them that believe, 
though they be not circumcised; 
that righteousness might be 
imputed unto them also.” 
Abraham was declared righteous 
by faith in Genesis 15:5,6 for 
believing God’s promise. He was 
not circumcised until 14 years 
later in Genesis 17:10-27. So 
God saved Abraham 1!4 years 
before he was circumcised. 
Circumcision was only a sign 
or seal which confirmed the gen- 
ineness or authenticity of the 
inward work of justification. 
Therefore justification does not 
render the rites or rituals useless 
or meaningless, but gives them 
the grounds or substance for their 
witness. As Romans 4:12 stated 
of Abraham: “And the father of 
circumcision to them who are not 
of the circumcision only, but who 
also walk in the steps of that faith 
of our father Abraham, which he 
had being yet uncircumcised,” 
The Jews practiced both cir- 
cumcision and baptism, but both 
were seals, signs, and symbols of 
God’s covenant relationship with 
them. For example, you get a

Also, all bucks after number 
10 until the pole closes will net 
the hunter a $10 cash prize. 

Hunters must have an 
Orangecoat Round-up button to 
be eligible for _ prizes. 
Orangecoat Round-up buttons 
can be purchased at Skip’s Sport 
Shop for $2. 

Missy Millikin of Skip’s 
Sport Shop said bowhunting 
deer season, which began on 
Oct. 1, has been going well so 
far, and the outlook for firearm 
season looks positive as well. 

“Bow season has been good, 
Hunters have seen a lot of 
bucks. The bucks are still run- 
ning together, they’re not in the 
rut yet, so it should be a good 
opener,” Millikin said, 
“Bowhunters have been seeing a 
lot of bucks — more bucks than 
does.” 

Firearm deer season runs 
from Nov. 15 to Nov. 30. 

“According to the (2006 deer 


hunting forecast), deer numbers 
should be similar to last year in 
the Upper Peninsula and north- 
ern Lower Peninsula, Excellent 
hunting opportunities continue 
to exist throughout the U.P. and 
northern Michigan,” the 
Michigan 
Natural Resources (DNR) states 
on its Web site. “Biologists pre- 
dict the statewide harvest for the 
2006 deer hunting season will 
be similar to last year’s season, 


when an estimated 415,000 deer 


were taken,” 

“Deer hunting in Michigan is 
big business with hunters 
spending more time afield than 
in any other state or Canadian 
province. An expected 725,000 
individuals will purchase at 
least one deer license in 2006. 
Hunters will spend more than 
10 million days enjoying deer 
hunting recreation during the 
archery, firearm, and muzzle- 
loading seasons combined. This 
year, deer hunters will spend 


Department — of 


more than $500 million for 
food, lodging, transportation, 
and equipment to pursue deer in 
Michigan,” the DNR states. 

One way the DNR uses to 
gather information on 
Michigan’s deer herd is deer 
check stations open during bow 
season and firearm season at 
DNR field offices throughout 
the state. 

“The information gathered at 
DNR deer check stations is used 
in population models that help 
biologists make recommenda- 
tions for future deer seasons. 
Biologists age each animal, 
measure antler beams, and 
examine for disease. All of these 
observations are important to 
monitoring the overail health of 
the deer herd. As a gesture of 
appreciation, the DNR gives a 
Deer. Management Cooperator 
patch to hunters who are willing 
to take the time to bring in their 
deer and help in this endeavor,” 
the DNR states. “You do not 


need to bring the entire animal 
into a check station. Many 
hunters bring the head only to 
be checked, which provides 
biologists with the information 
they are seeking.” 

According to the DNR’s Web 
site, the deer check station at the 
Grayling Field Office (1955 N; 
I-75 Business Loop) will be 
open weekdays from from Nov, 
15-30 (except for Nov. 23-24) 
from 9 a.m. to 4 p.m. For tnfor:
